AMERICAN SUGAR 

In’ a brief filed with the secre- 
tary of- state at Washington yes- 
terday proposing-changes în the 
Cuban reciprocal trade agreement, 
Clarence ‘R. Bitting, president of 
the United States Sugar corpora- 
tion,:with vast sugarland holdings 
in Palm Beach. county and other 
Everglades areas, concludes his 
declaration with. these words: 

No. international treaty or 
agreement ‘should ` deprive ` the 
American people of the ‘right to 
produce their own foodstuffs or 
other. necessities of life.

“The accidental death ion for 
Palm Beach county in 1938 was 35, 
with the causes of death ranging 
from an airplane crash to highway 
accidents. 

Offictals „pointed ‘out that the 
most gratifying aspect of the ac- 
cident toll was that 10 less: pér- 
sons drowned -in -Everglades ca- 
nals than during 1937. In 1938 
only six persons lost their livés.by 
drowning in the canals, while in 
1937 the total was 16. In 1935 the 
canals. claimed 15 lives, most of 
them along what is, ‘known as 
“death stretch” along’ State Higti- 
way 25:
